Superstition Has Been Revived With 
Death Of Lord Westbury 

The legendary “Curse of the Phar- 
oah’s” placed on despoilers of ancient 
Egyptian tombs and those connected 
with them was recalled when 77-year- 
old Lord Westbury went temporarily 
insane and leaped 100 feet from his 
bathroom window. 

The peer, grandson of Queen Vic¬ 
toria’s noted Lord Chancellor, fell 
seven stories, crashing through the 
glass roof of a veranda and knocking 
down a charwoman who was cut and 
bruised. He died instantly. 

Lord Westbury had brooded over 
the death, less than three months 
ago, of his son, the Hon. Richard 
BethelU 46, who died, apparently in 
his sleep, in a room at a club. Rich¬ 
ard had been secretary to Howard 
Carter, who excavated the tomb of 
Pharoah Tut Ankh-Amen, about 10 
years ago. 

Several Egyptian art works given 
him by Richard were in the apart¬ 
ment from which Lord Westbury fell 
to his death.
